After checking the latest G e r ­ 
man-efforts the French strengthen­ 
ed their line in the region of Mont 
Haut and Mont Carnillet. 
I he 
French not only held their guns 
but repulsed four strong G erm an 
attacks with heavy losses 
O perations from the north of 
the Aisne did not help the G e r ­ 
mans as their efforts in the C h a m ­ 
pagne, west of Mont Carnillet and 
southeast of Tahure, have failed. 
The French reduced salients in 
their line east of the scene of the 
Teutonic attacks. 
The French not onty captured 
trenches but beat off counter at­ 
tacks. 
O n the rest of the French 
front, northeast of Soissons, vio­ 
lent artillery engagem ents are on. 
To the north the British and G e r ­ 
mans have shown little infantry 
ádivíty, aside from patrol encoun­ 
ters and raids. 
A great artillery battle is in 
progress at Zboross and between 
Zlochoss and Brzezany in Gal acia, j 
where the Russian and G erm an 
guns are hammering the opposing 
line and near Smorgon, north of 
the Tripet marshes, the big guns 
arfc active.
